We, in retrospec- 
tion, drift back down the lands of memory to the old 
pilgrims at Plymouth Rock; we think of the motive and 
purpose that caased them to forsake their homes across 
the sea to come to a strange and uncivilized country, 
filled with wild beast and Indians. The law was simple, 
just, and quickly and accurately executed. These fore- 
fathers of ours evidently wanted freedom, liberty and 
justice, and they got it. ,It cost suffering, hardships, 
trials and finally tlie sacrifice of many lives to establish a 
land of the free and a home of the brave: The thoughts 
of the spirit of the rugged pioneers and their courage to 
carry on, thrill us through and through and wc arc 
proud to be their posterity. What a glorious heritage, 
•what an achievement: Women being looked upon as the 
-weaker of the sex, were protected and respected by men 
«verywhcrc, and he who would commit an outrage upon 
a woman was soon found swinging from an old oak tree. 
In fact, upon the slightest provocation, some one would 
receive inspiration to rally to the protection of a fair 
<!3jnsel. But while wc are being carried away with the 
graphic pictures of life's great drama of early American 
Wstor)', wc arc awakened by the sudden rat-a-tat-tat of 
the gangster's machine gun. the scream of a dying 
-woman, the siren of an ambulance and police cars: Hor- 
rified and weak from the shock wc aimlessly drift from 
the crowd in an attempt to forget our terrible experi- 
ence. Such a scene would have filled all 'the columns of 
an "extra" years ago, but has become so common now 
that it is just another news item, and scarcely attracts 
as much attention as a 8tor>' of a man biting a dog. 

Mr. Feather of Cleveland, Ohio, a town noted for 
Its good behaviour, remarked recently that "Criminal 
justice is one of the foulest plagues of modern city life. 
The courts are run for the convenience of the legal fra- 
ternity and witnesses arc ordered aound like cattle." said 
M. Feather. Mr. Feather as foreman of the Grand Jury 
no doubt was resptmsiblc for having in its report the 
following: "It seems to the grand jury that whenever the 
protected thieves and gunmen fall into the hands of the 
police, everybody begins to worry — political influence is 
evidenced all down the line. Twenty ways of escaping 
punishment for the commission of a felony have come to 
our attention and all are known to the crooks and their 
lawyers, but arc not known to the great mass of ordinary 
folk, who never fall into the hands of the police unless 
perchance they park their cars in the wrong place." 

I wish to quote verbatim part of an editorial from 
the San Antonio Light, quoting from the grand jury 
report: "The successful crooks can ruin the successful dragged to 
prosecution of shootings, stickups, and bombing by per- 
jured alibis, intimidation of witnesses, technicalities and 
court delays. Delay is the kingpin of defense strategy. 
Given three continuances, any crook has a better tkan 
50-50 chance to escape conviction In this or any other 
community.

The need of these two things is plain. Many times, 
newspapers come out with glaring hcidlines, exposing all 
thc\ plans of peace ofHcers intending to be used in the ap- 
prehension of a criminal. All a gangster has to do in 
order to know how to evade the law is just spend a 
nickel for a newspaper and sec what the law's plan is, 
and where they arc looking for him, and then just stay 
away from their trap — very simple. Now what I want 
to know is: are the newspapers more concerned about 
the apprehension of criminals, the protection of life and 
property, or, are they more concerned about news? 
Shall wc have these splendid editorials or shall we con- 
tinue to have a number of papers scattered around over 
the country so thirsty for news that they will continue 
to give the gangster all the advantage of the law by 
keeping him informed as to every move the law makes?

locations." This happened with a certain newspaper 
published in the city of Austin a few days ago. 

When people refuse to sign complaints, testify on 
the witness stand, serve on juries, brand their livestock, 
keep a memorandum of their car numbers, report crimes 
or law violations (because they arc afraid to get mixed 
up in it) etc., how can the law be enforced? The pub- 
lic instead of leaving it all to the peace officer should 
awake to their own responsibilities and back up the 
worthy peace officer to the limit, and if he is not worthy 
— get rid of him and get one who Is worthy. 

When people who call themselves citizens, sit 
around on a cracker box and cuss the law, and then go 
home and write him an evasive anonymous letter signed 
"some voters"; get scared on witness stand, if you get 
them there; change their testimony, etc., there is no 
wonder that there were 12,000 murders in United States 
last year. In addition to these murders there were three 
thousand kidnapings and 50,000 robberies. According

Foods Class Finds 
Making Of Gelatine 
Interesting Process 



A re^porl of tho recent trip nmdo 
^y members of the Foods class of Ihe 
Antioch Township High School fol- 
loisrs: 

Oi)R TRIP TO THE GRAYSLAKE 
:*: GELATINE FACTORY 
(by Andrea Dalgaard) 
Our iTlp to the gclallno factory 
■was a very Interesting and educa- 
tional one. I learned many things 
about gelatine that I never knew be- 
fore. 

The Grayslake gelatlno la made 
irom frozen pie rinds. They aVe 
taken from the pig and later aro 
frozen. Thoy aro stamped with the 
Unllcd States Inspection Stamp. 
These skins aro edible. TUo tanks 
lu which tho aklns are cooked are of 
HoUd alamlnum or nickel. The gela- 
tine Is drawn through pipes and 
comes out in the form of a yoUow 
liquid. The hot liquid goes across 
to another room and there It Is run 
through colls and Is cooled to 90 de- 
grees Centigrade. It Is now run on 
to a. long rubber belt which has on It 
a blade that cuts the cooled gelatine 
Into oblong pieces. 

The next process Is the drying. 
The gelatine cannot be dried by heat 
because it would melt, so It 1» 
cooled and dried by a very cool 
breeze. Next it is taken to a very 
hot room where H is dried further. 
When U comes from this second 
room It has lost &0 per cent of Its 
moisture and is very stiff and brittle, 
resembling Isinglaas- Next lUes* 
sheets are grounds Into a very fine 
powder and then the ground gelatine 
Is packed in various kinds of con- 
tainers. 

■ During this entire process the gela- 
tine is never touched by hand.

Keep Drains Open 

If sinks and drains are kept lu 
proper condition and treated right 
there is ver}* seldom any need for tho 

^ moss, worry and expensa of getting 
tbenA\ unstopped. First of all, all 
the grease should be wiped from 
dishes before they Qro waahod In the 
sink. After washing the dlshoe 
each time the alnk and drain should 
he washed out wUb<:hot soapy water, 
then rinsed with cold .water. And 
once a month or perhaps moro,otton 
If tho drain Is sluggish, a strong so- 
lution of potash (lye) should bo 
poured down It. This solution would 
make soft soap of tho grease which 
Is gradually stopping- the drain. 
Tho proper way to put la the pot- 

' psh Is to mix onb can with two 
quarts of cold water. Warm tho 
pipes by pouring through boiling 
water. Then iwur In the potash so- 
lution. Let that stand for half- an 
hour and then pour boiling water 
down tho drain and rinse well. 
Koop tho potash solution off tho 
bands and away from finished wood 
work. Also don't Inhale tho fumes. 



Meatlosi Rice Soup 
1 cup rice 

3 pints water 

1 pint Vich milk 

4 tablespoons buttor 

2 tablespoons flour 
1 small onion 

1 sweet pepper 
1 teaspoon minced parsley 
1 teaapoon worcosterahiro sauce 
Salt, cayenne, a little nutmeg 
AVnsh rice through several waters, 
slice onion and the pepper and put 
both to cook, covering with cold 
water, which bring to the ImII, until 
rice Is very aoft. Force It through 
a sieve with the liquid. Mix butter 
and flour, add to rice pureo with 
milk and seasoning. Cook five min- 
utes, add the parsley, and servo with 
grated cheese. 



Oatmeal Cookies 

2 cups uncooked rolled oats 

2 cupa flour 

m cups brown augar 

% cup hot water 

I cup butter or any preferred 
shortening

mixed oats and flour after creaming 
sugar with' shortening. BSit should 
bo sifted with the flour. DIssolvo 
soda. In the hot water and stir In 
gradually. If necessary add more 
flour. Koll thin and bake In quick 
oven. 



Paint Brushes Will Last 



Several Years if Paint 
Is Not Dried on 

When most folks have n little 
painting to do around tho house, 
shop or 1>arn, thoy buy a now Imjsh. 
But after the first time It Is used It 
la seldom of any use to thorn again 
because they allow tho paint to dry 
on It. 

If you got a good brush and want 
to got a lot of uso out of It never 
allow tho paint to dry on It. Whon- 
ovor you have to atop painting for 
half an hour or moro place the brush 
In raw llnsood oil. Then when you 
go back to uso It all you have to do 
Is to wipe as ftiuch of tho oil off as 
possible, thou mix wluit Is loft on 
it with the paint by dipping tho 
brush In the paint ond wiping It off 
against the side of the container. 
When finished for tho day put It 
back In tho oil. 

Brushes may ho kept In good con- 
dition for several years It they are 
suspended In raw llnsood oil In 
closed containers. If -this Is (done 
properly oven the fresh paint lu the 
brush need not be removed before 
it Is stored. However, If you have 
boon using any of tho fiat flnlsh 
paints and are to use tho brush 
again In the near future put them 
lu kerosene Instead of linseed oil. 
Even keeping paint I>ru8hes In water 
Is far better thon lotting tho paint 
dry on thenu
